A few shots 
were fir^ at it from the Essex, bat they 
fell short. 

The ehain stretehed earoea the river at 
Coinmbus Is oontroUsd by a steam engine 
oa the Kentaeky shore, wkiok tightens or 
loosens it at pleaenre. To ths bottom of

brigade retreated book to Fayetteville, two ' 
oad a keif miles, oad halted te guard the 
rood wkieh tke eaemy were expected to 
come ia to eat off oor re t reat. Here the 
brigade remeiaed oaGl just daylight, with, 
eat shelter, vietoals, er repose, whea they 
were ordered te eoutiauc their retreat 
Thie woe oa the meraiag of the 18th, when ' 
the report that the eaeaiy woe marching to 
Fayeiteville to out eff our retreat proved to 
be false, as the econte returned oad reported 
ao eaemy boot. The brigade eontiaued its 
retreat ten miles on the 18th, oad belted at 
Comp lleCoy for the aight. Duriag the 
whole ef the retreat, thus far, there was a 
great deal of oxeitemeat, foar and eepociolly 
lets ef baggage, property, oad proviiione, 
oad oa the night of tho 11th they burnt 
about three hundred tenie, several bales of 
new bloakeu oad overeoote, oad a number 
of mess oheeie, oomp cqoipege of all kinds, 
and floor borrole were burst; oontents eeoi- 
tered on the grouad, oad oU kinds of provis- 
ions wasted end seouered, all to prevent the 
enemy from geuiag them. Wegoaers were 
eempeiled te take tke horsao fh>m the 
wagons, meant them, and fly for safety, 
ioaviag obont fifteen wagons in tke bonds of 
the enemy. 

Oa tho morning ef the 14th the brigade 
took up tkeir morek from eamp MeCoy, and 
hod goao but two miles when it woe re. 
port^ tkot the eaemy were near and rush* 
tag oa the brigade. At this ths oavolry 
ander Colonel Croghen were ordered beck 
to eoeut tke country and aeoertoin the 
enemy's die'onee When they hod gone 
beek two miles they iMt tbe enemy's piekeis 
advoaeing. whea Coloael Croghoa ordered 
hie moa ml to diemoaat, thou^ ho did not, 
whoa tho piokou of tho onomy flred oahim, 
oad ho foU mortally wounded. Hie men ' 
took kirn up, oad oerried him some two 
hundred yo^ to a houoo, when they dis- 
eovared ikot tho enemy — wbo were formed 
into a V, te flank our oevolry, and tbe sig- 
nal to close ta was tke ire of the piokets 
ia the rood who hod killed tke Colonel — 
were eloeiag ia, oad the Colonel told them 
to fly and save themeelvee, for he was 
dying At the moment those who were with 
the Colonel discovered that their horses hod 
been token by the Tankee*pickete, who hod 
rushed upon thess; they turned and fled, 
and the whole cavalry oame within five 
minutes of all being cut off and captured 

The cavslrj then all swept on in abreast 
until they cams up with the rear of oor in- 
fantry, and proclaimed that the enemy were 
pursuing in doable quick time. Then ap- 
peared e scene in our army indescribable, 
and of terrifie confusion. At the words ths 
enemy ore punning, all broke off in a wild 
ma, seme ee frightened that they thnw away 
their I rne pe o eka and oU they hod bat gnn 
and knife, to defend tkemselvee with. It 
required great effort upon tbe port of the 
ofhoen to prevent a perfect rout. The 
enemy seemed te have the odvaatoge, and 
pursued foster than our men eould retreat, 
and come npoa them even with the eonnon, 
oad fired six shot upon the rear of (he briga 
ode. The rood woe eo bod and muddy that 
the brigade ooold aei moreh more than 
eight milee a day. Thera hod been eo muoh 
rain and wagoning along the rood that it 
woe a perfect mire, about half a leg deep, 
and oil hod to wade right through it. After 
thie day the brigade ooatinaed Its retreat 
toward Pack's Ferry, but with a great deal 
of toil oad diffioaity, oad finally enaamped 
at Comp Oonioament, Verioo, on the 24th 
of Noveuber. This eaoampmeat is near 
Peterstown, ia the eonth edge of Mourec 
oounty, and it is expeoted that tke brigade 
will winter near tkere.

Ad mmi atration . — Ra taking out “letters of j 
adalniairation” is attended with consider- i 
able expense (often unnecessary), it ia sug- 
gested that it be done onlj/ when required 
by the Auditor. 

Diaeketrged Soldiert . — When a soldier or 
velanteer is discharged, he is, or ahonld be, 
fnrniabed with a regular “Diechargo,” and 
two (duplicate) “Pay Certificates.” Upon 
the papers he can be paid by a paymaster of 
tbe army npon their preseutation. Should be 
fail to preaeat them for payment to a pay- 
mseter, or having preaented them, and pay- 
ment refused, and they are sent to thid 
office, the applicant mast ataie the reasons 
of such refusal, aocem^^fiied by proof of 
identity and authentioatiou, as in the case 
of deceased soldiers. In no case should tha 
“oath of identity,” on the back of the “Die. 
charge,” be filled up, as the “Discharge” 
is returned to the soldier after his 
claim has been acted npon. Where “Pay 
Certifioatee” have been withheld, he moat 
send all other papers given to him at the 
time of his discharge. 

Bountjf . — No discharged valunteer can 
raoeiva iha bounty provided by the aot of 
July 22, 1888. unless **he shall have served 
for a period of two years, or daring the war, 
if sooner ended ;” but “the widow, if there 
be one, and if not, the legal heirs of such as 
die or may be killed in the service, in ad- 
dition to all arrears of pay and .allow- 
anoe, shall receive the sum of $100.”' 

Penrion*. — Applications for pansions on 
account of ‘‘disability” received in ths ser- 
vice should he made to the Conunisslouer of 
Pensione. 

Moda ofPttyment — Payments will be made 
^ by an order from tbe aoeounting officers or 
any paymaster in the army. Such order 
win require the signature of the claimant on 
' its face before it will be paid.
